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ECLIPSES. 

In  the  year  1871,  there  will  be  two  Eclipses  of  the 
Sun,  and  two  of  the  Moon. 

I.  A  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  on  the  6th  of  First 
Month.  The  greater  portion  of  this  eclipse  occurs  before 
sunset,  consequently  invisible;  but  the  last  contact  with 
the  shadow  may  be  observed  at  New  York  5h.  51m.; 
Philadelphia  5h.  46m.;  Baltimore  5h.  40m. ;  Cincinnati 
5h.  31m.;  in  the  evening. 

II.  An  annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  on  the  17th  of 
Sixth  Month,  invisible  on  this  Continent;  visible  in  the 
East  India  Islands  and  South  Pacific  Ocean. 

III.  A  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  on  the  2d  of  Sev¬ 
enth  Month,  commencing  after  sunrise,  consequently 
invisible. 

IY.  A  total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  on  the  11th  of  Twelfth 
Month,  invisible  in  America.  The  line  of  central  and 
total  Eclipse  begins  in  lat.  19°  5'  N.,  and  long.  61°  16'  E., 
passes  southeastwardly  through  the  Indian  Ocean 
touching  the  southern  part  of  Hindostan  and  the  north 
ern  part  of  Australia,  then  northeastwardly  througl 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  ends  in  lat.  0°  27'  N.,  and  long 
177°  54'  W-

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NOTES  TO  THE  HEADER. 

I.  The  astronomical  calculations  in  this  work  are 
made  to  true  clock  time.  The  effects  of  Refraction,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  latest  improved  Tables  of  Bessel,  and  the 
Equation  of  Time,  have  both  been  applied  to  the  times 
of  the  Sun's  rising  and  setting;  so  that  the  Almanac 
and  a  good  Clock  will  agree  the  year  round. 

II.  A  Time-piece  may  be  set  very  nearly  true  by  the 
rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  the  Sun,  Moon,  or  Stars  • 
but  more  accurately  by  the  Sun  (or  the  southing  of  the 
Sun,  or  a  fixed  Star),  anywhere  on  or  near  the  40th  de¬ 
gree  of  north  latitude. 

III.  The  time  of  the  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  a 
fixed  Star,  may  be  carried  several  days  forward  by  sub¬ 
tracting,  or  backward  by  adding  4  minutes  per  day. 

IY.  The  common  day  of  24  hours  begins  at  midnight, 
and  morning  (marked  morn.)  continues  from  midnight 
till  noon ;  and  afternoon  (marked  aft.)  continues  from 
noon  till  midnight.  This  should  be  remembered  care¬ 
fully  when  looking  for  the  times  of  the  rising,  setting, 
or  southing  of  the  Moon  or  Stars  soon  after  midnight. 


YENUS. 

Yenus  will  be  Evening  Star  until  the  22d  of  Ninth 
Month,  after  which  it  will  be  Morning  Star  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  year.  It  will  be  at  its  greatest  brilliancy  on 
the  20th  of  Eighth  Month,  and  1st  of  Eleventh  Month. 

MERCURY. 

Mercury  will  be  brightest  about  the  8th  of  Second 
Month,  7th  of  Sixth  Month,  and  30th  of  Ninth  Month, 
at  which  times  it  will  likely  be  visible,  being  then  in 
the  east  just  before  sunrise.  It  will  again  be  brightest 
about  tbe  4th  of  First  Month,  26th  of  Fourth  Month, 
24th  of  Eighth  Month,  and  17th  of  Twelth  Month, 
when  it  will  be  in  the  west  immediately  after  sunset.

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of  his.”  ( Rom .  viii,  9.)  The  most  full  and  glorious 
manifestation  of  the  Divine  Word,  or  Logos,  was  in 
Jesus  Chx-ist,  the  immaculate  Son  of  God,  who,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Scriptures,  was  miraculously  conceived  and 
born  of  a  virgin.  In  him  the  manhood  was  entirely 
subject  to  the  Divinity.  “He  took  not  on  him  the  na¬ 
ture  of  angels,  but  he  took  on  him  the  seed  of  Abra¬ 
ham.”  There  was  in  him  no  corruption,  and  the  spirit 
of  evil  had  no  power  over  him.  Being  “in  all  points 
tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin”  ( Heb .  iv,  15), 
“a  man  approved  of  God  by  miracles,  wonders,  and 
signs,  which  God  did  by  him.”  {Acts  ii,  22.)  His  pow¬ 
erful  preaching,  his  wonderful  miracles,  his  patience 
under  suffering,  and  his  triumphant  resurrection,  are 
to  be  attributed  to  the  Divine  Word,  or  “Spirit  of  the 
Lord,”  which  dwelt  in  him,  for  he  said :  “  The  Father 
that  dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth  the  works.”  {John  xiv,  10.) 
The  Divinity  of  Christ  is  his  life  and  light — the  indwell¬ 
ing  of  Divine  power — the  Word  or  Spirit  which  was 
and  is  manifested  in  him,  and  which  through  him  gives 
life  to  all  his  members,  for  it  “pleased  the  Father  that 
in  him  should  all  fulness  dwell,”  and  “  of  his  fulness 
have  we  all  received,  and  grace  for  grace.”  The  life  is 
often  called,  in  the  Scriptures,  the  blood,  for  “  the  blood 
is  the  life,”  or  “the  life  is  in  the  blood,”  and  as  in  the 
natural  body  the  blood  conveys  nourishment  to  every 
part  and  sustains  life  in  it,  so  in  the  spiritual  body, 
every  living  member  is  sustained  by  the  life  or  blood  of 
the  Son  of  God.  “  To  us  there  is  but  one  God,  the 
Father,  of  whom  are  all  things,  and  we  in  him ;  and 
one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  are  all  things,  and  we 
by  him.”  (1  Cor.  viii,  6.)  As  Moses  was  a  mediator,  to 
ordain  the  legal  dispensation  {Cal.  iii,  19),  so  Jesus 
Christ  was  and  is  the  mediator  of  the  Hew  Covenant: 
first,  to  proclaim  and  exemplify  it  in  the  day  of  his  out¬ 
ward  advent,  and  secondly,  through  all  time  in  the 
ministrations  of  his  spirit. 

Salvation  by  Christ. — The  great  work  of  the  Messiah 
for  the  salvation  of  the  world  is  beautifully  portrayed 
in  the  passage  which  he  read  from  Isaiah  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue  at  Nazareth.  “The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon 
me  because  he  hath  anointed  me  to  preach  the  Gospel 
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to  the  poor;  he  hath  sent  me  to  heal  the  broken- 
hearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  re- 
covering  of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them 
that  are  bruised,  to  preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the  ^ 
Lord.”  “And  he  began  to  say  unto  them,  This  day  is  ^ 


this  scripture  fulfilled  in  your  ears.”  ( Luke  iv,  18-21.)

Love  in  the  hearts  of  mankind,  and  thereby  to  put  an 
end  to  the  kingdom  of  evil.  Then  was  laid  the  founda¬ 
tion  on  which  succeeding  generations  have  built,  and 
no  moral  reform  of  value  or  permanency  can  take  place 
unless  it  be  founded  on  Christian  principles.  It  is  the 
life  of  God,  or  “Spirit  of  Truth,”  revealed  in  the  soul, 
that  purifies  and  saves  from  sin.  When  Jesus  told  the 
people,  “  Except  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of  man,  and  N 
drink  his  blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  you,”  he  did  not 
allude  to  the  flesh  and  blood  of  his  outward  body,  but  ^

to  the  life  and  power  of  God  which  dwelt  in  him  and

sjjake  through  him. 

Regeneration. — It  was  declared  by  our  Lord,  “Except 
a  man  be  born  again  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God.”  ( John  iii,  3.)  This  new  birth  is  the  development  * 
of  the  spiritual  nature  in  man  through  the  operation  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  it  is  subsequent  to  that  of  the  car¬ 
nal  nature,  for  “that  was  not  first  which  is  spiritual, 
but  that  which  is  natural ;  and  afterward  that  which  is 
spiritual.”  (1  Cor.  xv,  46.)  There  is  implanted  in  every 
soul  a  germ  of  divine  life,  compared  by  the  blessed 
Jesus  to  a  grain  of  mustard-seed,  which  is  among  the 
smallest  of  seeds.  By  yielding  obedience  to  the  gentle 
intimations  of  Divine  grace,  or  to  those  stronger  con¬ 
victions,  called  “  the  reproofs  of  instruction  which  are 
the  way  of  life,”  a  vital  change  takes  place. 

Christian  Perfection  is  neither  more  nor  less  than 
unreserved  obedience  to  the  divine  will,  through  perfect 
love  to  God,  which  preserves  the  soul  from  the  practice 
of  sinning.

They 
mlieved  that  the  kingdom  of  Christ  is  the  reign  of  God 
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established  in  the  soul,  and  that  his  baptism  and  supper 
are  not  material,  but  spiritual;  being  the  substance 
typified  by  the  “  divers  washings  ”  under  the  law,  the 
water-baptism  of  John,  and  the  Jewish  passover. 

The  principal  testimonies  of  Friends  are  the  follow¬ 
ing,  viz. :  A  pure  spiritual  worship.  A  free  gospel  min¬ 
istry.  Religious  liberty.  A  testimony  against  war ; 
oaths;  slavery;  the  use,  as  a  beverage,  of  spirituous 
liquors;  and  against  vain  fashions,  corrupting  amuse¬ 
ments,  and  flattering  titles. — S.  M.  J.
